The New Freie Presse, Vienna, says that 
Egypt's present welghty affairs require the 
extension of the British occupation of the 
country, adding »The Parisians deceive 
themselves u thinking the present occasion 
opportune to raise the questionof British 
evacuation.’’ 

The Novosti (St. Petersburg) recommends 
that there should bea solidarity of union be- 
tween Russia and France to meet the union 
of England and the Dreibund on the Egyptian 
question. It declares that the legitimacy of 
the British occupation must never be ad- 
mitted. 

The Areus Zeitunq (Berlin) expresses the 
opinion that It will be necessary for England 
to Join the Triple Alliance, or arrange with 
France for an Anglo-French control of Egypt.

TURBULENCE IN THE CITY NOT YET QUIETED—

PROTECTED BY MEN-OF-WAR. 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—The Standards Madrid 
correspondent says: The Spanish Minister at 
Tangier telegraphs that the Arabs are still 
threatening that place, but that the lives and

HEAVY SNOW IN IRELAND—DISCUSSING BEHRING 
SEA—BRIEFS. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 11.—The heavy snowfall in 
the North of ireland has greatly impeded 
trafic. The roads in many places are utterly 
impassable. In consequence of this state of 
affairs it was impossible for many clergymen 
to reach their churches yesterday and re- 
ligious services were therefore not held. 

At Tyrope a funeral procession became lost 
inthe storm and after many fruitless at- 
tempts on the part of those taking part in it 
to find out where they were, the horses be- 
came exhausted andit was found necessary 
to abandon the hearse in a snow drift. 

Reports received this morning from Scot- 
land and the northern counties of England 
State that the fall of snow continues inces- 
sant and heavy, while the weather remains 
intensely cold. The passenger train which 
on Friday last became blockaded in a snow 
drift some distance from a rallway station in 
Caithness, the most northerly county of 
A relief train 
which was dispatened to the assistance of 
the stalled passenger train, found it imposs!- 
ble to make headway against the dense 
masses Of snow which the wind constantly 
piled up in the roadway, and it, too, stands 
on the track, powerless alike to aid the pas- 
senger train, or extricate itself. A second 
relief train and crew, drawn by powerful en- 
gines, is now pushing its way toward the 
scene of the blockade. Meantime the snow- 
bound passengers and train crews are in a 
miserable plight, and it is feared that the 
former are suffering intensely from hunger, 
thirst and cold, owing fo the failure of the 
first rellef expedition to reach them with 
supplies. 


COLONIZING HEBREWS, 

Panis, Jan. II.—In an interview to-day, 
Baron Hirsch informed a representative of 
the United Press that the government of the 
Argentine Republic supports his scheme for 
a colonization of Hebrews in that country. 
Baron Hirsch declared that the movement 
would be pressed forward just as soon as 
Maj. Goldsmith, an eminent ex-staft of- 
ficer ofthe Britisharmy who is supervising 
the enterprise, reaches the Argentine Repub- 
lic. The Baron added that if the colonies 
were successfully established,it was intended 
to send out 20,000 Jews during the present 
year. More land, he concluded, was wanted 
for colonization purposes. 


DISCUSSING BEHRING SRA. 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—The Chronicle says: It is 
probable that it was a lively recollection of 
the Alabama award which caused a hitch in 
the Behring Sea negotiations. The English 
representatives need beware of all ambigu- 
ous proposals emanating oneither side. We 
believe, however, that the obstacle will not 
prove insurmountable.

RIOTING ANARCHISTS. 

MADRID, Jan. 11.—There were 1,000 men in 
the riotous anarchistic band that attacked 
the city of Xeres on Friday night. The riot- 
ers were mostly workmen from villages in 
the surrounding country, where an active so- 
clalist propaganda has been carried on of 
late by German agitators. There are no 
signs that the affair was a Rebublican move- 
ment. * 


ITALY WILL BE REPRESENTED. 

Rompe, Jan. 11.—It is again reported that ne- 
gotiations between Italy and tne United 
States for the re-establishment of relations 
are making good progress. It is said that the 
negotiations have taken place at Rome, and 
that the affair may be expected to be com- 
pleted soon. While there is semi-official au- 
thority for these reports much reason exists 
for doubting their correctness. 

REBELLION IN TEMEN. 

ADEN, Jan. 11.—The rebellion in Yemen has 
burst forth again, and rebels are marching 
upon Sanaa, the capital of Yemen, from 
which place the Turks are advancing to op- 
pose them. The wires are cut and but little 
information can be obtained from the in- 
terior; there is, however, no longer any 
doubt that the rebellion is the outgrowth of 
religious fanaticism. 


A MORAL CRUSADE. 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—As8 the result of Emperor 
William’s strictures upon immorality the po- 
lice are making sweeping evictions through - 
out the entire districts in the city slums. 
Their proceedings have revealed a dreadful 
state of overcrowding in those nolsome local- 
ities, including the huddling together of per- 
sons of both sexes in rooms unfit for habita- 
tion, completely lacking sanitary appliances.

PROBABLY NOT TRUE 


Startling Report in Chicago Concerning 
Dr. James Hearne and Wife. 


NP CORROBORATING KNOWLEDGE IN THE 
POSSESSION OF RELATIVES. 


The Surprising Report of Unknown 
Origin Recalis the Amos J. Stillwell 
Murder Mystery at Hannibal, Mo.- A 
Story Concerning Mrs. Hearne’s Dis- 
position of Her Property. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—A published telegram 
from Hauntbal, Mo., says: The startling 
report reached here yesterday that Dr. 
James Hearne had been placed under arrest 
at Los Angeles, Cal., aed that Mrs. Hearne 
had gone stark crazy. The alleged charge is 
not named in the rumor, which is 
probably untrue. Nothing has been heard 
yet to confirm tit. 3 Stillwell 
and wife being in Cuba, it is impossible to 
learn the faéts here. Some time ago she went 
to Chicago, where she was met by R. H. 
Stillwell and wife. There she made her will 
and left the doctor $1. R. H. Stim- 
well and wife witnessed the document and 
returned home. She left intending to go to 
Germany, but the doctor induced her to re- 
turn with her daughter, who did not want to 
live at home. Then, itis said, the will was 
altered and he was left almost 
her entire share. This is vouched 
for by interested parties and also 
said to be a fact by one of the County Court 
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Mrs. Stillwell- Hearn. 
Judges. Mrs. Hearne,it will be remembered, 
was formerly the wife of A. J. Stillwell, the 
wealthy pork-packer who was murdered sev- 
eral years ago. That sensation was followed 
by a surprise in her marriage to Dr. Hearne.

THE HISTOKY OF THE STILLWELL CASE. 

The names of Dr. and Mrs. Hearn were 
ffequently brought into public notice after 
the murder of Amos J. Stillwell, a wealthy 
merchant of Hannibal, Mo., whose wife is 
now Mrs, Hearn. The circamstances of the 
murder, as they were told to the public, were 
never explained, and therefore the murder 
has remained a mystery without even a ray 
of ight to aid in revealing the guilty per- 
sons. 

Amos J. Stillwell of Hannibal, Mo., was 
the senior member of the pork-packing firm 
of A. J. Stillwell & Co., the other members 
being John E. Stillwell, now a resident of 
this city, and R. H. Stillwell, a son of Amos 
J. Mr. Stillwell had been married twice and 
was the father of four children. Richard H., 
who was 3llyears old at the time ofthe murder, 
was the eldest and me only son of the first 
wife. The children of the second wife were 
Moliie, aged 14 years, Harold, 8, and Earl, 
84a. Mr. Stillwell was 57 years old at the time of 
his death. 

Mr. Stillwell was a man of stern habits, 
rigid in business affairs and§dictatorial at 
home. His private lite was correct, and his 
prominence in the huren was never attrib- 
uted to anything but sincere belief and earn- 
ann he professed. He had 
few enemies, and these were active against 
him oniy in business circles.

FOLLOWING THE TRAIL. 

A search of the house was delayed until a 
lantern was sent for. Dr. Allen estimated 
that when hearrived Mr, Stillwell had been 
dead twenty minutes or half an hour. Mes- 
sengers were sent for John k. and Richard 
Stillwell and for the police. When the first 
of these arrived Mr. Stillwell’s body was cold. 
Dr. Hearn had been sent for at Mrs. Still- 
well’s request before she fainted. He arrived 
about the time John E. Stillwell entered the 
house. 

The Coroner made a superficial examina- 
tion. . He had been recently elected and was 
not familiar with his duties. Before a second 
examination could be made the bed had been 
taken down and all evidences of the crime 
removed. Itis not known who ordered this 
done. It was done by the servants. 

A lantern was found and a search for fur- 
ther evidence was begun. A trail of. burnt 
matches was found extending down the 
stairs and through the ali tothe back door. 
Near the door a quarter was found and the 
hunters took up a trail of money where 
they lost the trail of matches. They found 
first silver, then bills, and these led down to 
the alley gate and up the alley. Where it 
stopped a broken plank Was noticed in the 
shed. On looking in there the bloody ax was 
found. In all $40 were picked up. Mr. Stil- 
well was known to have had but $0. Not a 
drawer, nota cupboard in the house had 
been opened. 

Mrs. Stillwell says that when she went 
down stairs the front door, which was usu- 
ally locked, bolted and Darred, was wide 
open. The searchers found the back doors 
open, but no marks on them to indicate that 
they had been forced. 

The Coroner impaneled a jury and ex- 
amined the physicians. Three Grand-juries 
subsequently took up the case. Mrs. Stiliwell 
was always threatened with one of her cata- 
leptic attacks whenever she was examined 
because Of the nervous excitement the repe- 
tition of detatis of the murder as she Knew 
them caused her. On that account she had 
always to betreated wi consideration and 
could never be subjec to as thorough an 
examination as shew have submitted to 
under other c i facts as re- 
lated above are in substance ali that is known 
of the Stillwell rder. Mrs. Stillwell and 
Dr. Hearn were married just about a year 
after Mr. Stillweli’s death. 


A Recent Incident. 

Mrs. Hearn left her husband about three 
months ago and attempted toreach Europe. 
The explanation given of the incident was 
that Miss Molile Sstillwell was discontented 
at home and wanted to gO away. 
Acting on the advice of R. H. Stillwell, her 
stepson, Mrs. Hearn started for Europe with 
the children to place Mollie in school there. 
Dr. Hearn hearing of her intention, hur- 
ried to New York, found his wife on 
a ,steamer, and after an interview 
persuaded hertoreturn. On the wdy back 
Mollie was left at Greencastle, Ind., at 
school. Another story is that Dr. Hearn had 
been unkind to his wife and chastised her on 
several occasions and on this account she de- 
termined to leave him. 


THE PERIODICAL SCARE. 


No Outbreak of Indians Likely—Reports 
Exaggerated. 

Sr. PAUL, Jan. 11.—A telegram from Helena, 
Mont., yesterday said there was danger of 
bloodshed on the Tongue River Agency.

The Indflans are accus- 
tom to the presence of the soldiers and 
would quietly submit to an arrest by them, 
but they would regard the presence of others 
as an interference andan intrusionon their 
special dominion, and had the posse of 
whites, under the Sheriff, attempted the ar- 
rest trouble of some sort would have fol- 
lowed, Ihat it would have been very seri- 
ous or resulted in bloodshedis extremely 
doubtful, for the cavalry would easily have 
held matters in check. his is but the occa- 
sion of the pefiodical Indian scare from the 
Tongue River Agency, and is causing the 
army officers no uneasiness. 

Gen. Merritt, in command of the depart- 
ment of Dakota, said last night that his dis- 
patches to Fort Keogh and Helena were to 
prevent hot-headed action by the officials of 
Custer County. He thinks the exeitement 
will blow over ina day or two, and that the 
Indians who have been Killing cattle there 
can be arrested without bloodshed. 

Reports received from Lane Deer Agency 
esterday afternoon indicate that overs eae 
s quiet among the Cheyennes.

THE NEW GOVERNOR INAUGURATED AT 
NOON TO-DAY, 


Al the Newly Elected Officials Take the 
Oath—The Executive’s Address Deals 
With Vital Issues—Imposing Oere- 
monies Eefitting the Occasion—Civic 
and Military Parade—The Details. 


CoLumBrus, O., Jan. 11.—GQc r. McKinley 
took the oath of office at 11:80 this morning 
and Lieut.-Gov, A. L. Harris, attorney - Gen- 
ral D. K. Watson, State Treasurer W. T. 
Cope, State Auditor E. W. Poe, Commissioner 
of Public Works C. E. Groce and Food Com- 
missioner W. J. McKean were subsequently 
sworn in their respective offices in the Capi 
tol. Not in many years has inauguration day 
brought more favorable weather. The day is 
crigp and not too cold and the streets are in 
excellent condition for marching. The in- 
augural ceremonies proper were heldin the 
rotunda of the State Capitol. The general 
assembly met at 10:30 and almost immediately 
proceeded to the rotunda accompanied by the 
Supreme Judges and State officers-elect ex- 
cept Maj. McKinley, and the State officers. 

At 11 o’clock Gov. Campbell and Gov.-elect 
McKinley were escorted by a joint committee 
of the House and Senate appointed to have 
charge of the inaugural ceremonies, fromi the 
Chittenden Hoteltothe State capitol. Rev. 
Dr. H. W. Bennett, of the Wesley Chapel, M. 
E. Church, offered prayer, after which Chief 
Justice Marshall J. Williams of the State 
Supreme Court, administered the oath of 
office. Gov. McKinley than delivered his u- 
augural address. The whole inaugural party 
repaired tothe reviewing stand in the State 
house yard, immediately north of the capitol 
and facing Broad street. A gun fired at the 
conclusion of the inaugural address was the 
signal for the parade of military and civil 
organizations, which had been forming 
meanwhile, to move. 

The parade was probably the most impos- 
ing ever seen hereon such an occasion. The 
first division was composed entirely of politi- 
cal clubs, not less than thirty different 
organizations being represented, most of 
them composed of from 75 to200 men. 
The second division was made up of secret 
society organizations and unattached mili- 
tary. Most of these were from this city, 
though a number of other cities were repre- 
sented. The third division was composed of 
the State Military, Infantry and Light 
Artillery. The parade moved south on Third 
street to Fulton, on Fultonto High, on High 
north to Naghten, countermarching back to 
Broad, passing the reviewing stand and 
breaking line immediately thereafter, _ 

After the parade had passed, the Senators 
and Lieut.-Gov. Harris returned tothe Sen- 
ate Chamber, where the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor took the oath of office, andthe other 
State officers went to their respective offices 
in the State Capitol, where they were sworn 
in by different members of the Supreme 
Court. 

In his inaugural address to the Legislature 
this afternoon Gov. McKinley, after speak- 
ing of the progress of Ohio finances, Instit- 
tutions, roads, canals, etc., covered the im- 
portant points of (1) protecting rallroad em- 
ployes, (2) the new ballot law and (3) the re- 
districting. He said: 

PROTECTION TO RAELROAD EMPLOYEES. 

Your attention is called to the importance of mak- 
ing every provision possible for the better protec- 
tion of raggroad empioyes within the State. Their 
service is of the most hazardous character, and rall- 
roads should be required to equip their lines with 
every improvement caiculated to prevent accident. 

There are nearly eighty thousand persons em- 
ployed by the railroads within the limits of Ohio, 
who serve the public with great danger to lite and 
health, and nothing should be withheld from them 
which legislation can do to throw around them every 
possibie safeguard. 

The last report of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, up to Jun@ 30, 1891, shows that in that year 
2. 451 railroad employes were killed and 22.3y1 
others were injured. Itis believed that a large per- 


centage of this fearful sacrifice of life and limb can 
be prevented by the enforcement of proper legisia- 


tion. 
THE NEW BALLOT LAW. 

The new ballot law, from my observation and in- 
formation, meets with very general favor in its scope 
and purpose, although imperfect in some of its feat- 
ures. t isa step in the right direction, and should 
not be touched except where it can be improved. It 
can, no doubt, be made to better serve its purpose 
by amendments which experience has already sug- 
gested. At the recent State election thousands of 
electors voted for the candidates for Governor of 
their 2 parties who were at the head of the 
tic ets, believing that they were voting the entire 
party ticket. This occurred astoall the party tick- 
ots. The true intent of the elector was therefore not 
registered by the judges, for they were required to 
count such ballots only for the candidate before 
whose name a cross was placed. 

Would it not be advisable to provide that there 
should be but one method of marking the baliot— 
namely, by requiring the elector to place a ¢ross- 
mark in front of every candidate for whom he de- 
sires to vote. 

The duties of county and city boards of elections 
should be more clearly defined. 

A deadloek' as to signing the returns, and an- 
other as to issuing certificates of election in one of 
the senatorial districts. ape the lack of remedy in 
the courts to solve the diffictilty, show that in other 
particulars there is imperative - demand for amend- 
ments of the law.

The Suffering Experienced by Priest 
and Nuns in Africa, 


FATHER OHRWALDER’S STORY OF HIS 
RECENT ESCAPE. 


How the South Kordofan Mission Fell 
Into the Hands ot the Dervishes Nun 
Forced to Embrace the Moslem Faith— 
The Great Mahdi Poisoned by a Cap- 
tive Girl, 


Camo, Jan. 11.—In an interview to-day 
with Pather Ohrwalder, the priest who was 
formerly connected with the Austrian Soudan 
Mission and who recently escaped from the 
Madhists after nine years ofcaptfvity, he gives 
a detailed account of the sufferings-he and 
his companions had undergone during their 
captivity in the Soudan. In April, 1882, a Der - 
vish force was sent by the Mahdi to attack thé 
Austrian Mission in South Kordofan and re- 
duce it. The missionaries attached to the 
station made a gallant defence and for five 
months they stood out against the besiegers, 
At the end of that time, through the treach- 
ery of a native, the gallant band of priests 
and the nuns who were working with them 
fellintothe hands of the Dervishes. The 
nuns were sent to the Mahdist camp at 
Ra had. Upon their arrival they were nomi- 
nally married and forced tolive the lives of 
Moslems. They accompanied the forces of 
the Madhi to Khartoum and were present at 
the capture of that city. After that time 
they lived at Ormdurmah, nominally free, 
but under the strictest surveillance. 

Father Ohrwalder and the other male mem- 
bers of the mission were carried to El Obeid. 
They were asked to embrace Islamism and 
upon refusing to do so were kept close pris- 
oners for a long time. 

BADIMG LIVES OF ARABS. 

In 1885 Father Ohrwalder and Father 
Rossignol! were transferred to omdurman. 
Here they had an interview with the Khalifa, 
who gave them permission to lead a life of 
freedom. within the city provided they fol- 
lowed the same mode of life as the Arabs. 

Two of the nuns managed to make their 
escape with Father Ohrwalder dfter ten 
years of captivity. It will be remembered 
that they arrived at Cairo on the ith of last 
month. Father Ohrwalder knows nothing of 
the fate of Gen, Gordon, but confirmed the 
report that the Mahdi was poisoned and re- 
peats im detail the events that led to his 
death. Father Ohrwalder says that after the 
Mahdi had tired of warfare he withdrew to 
Omdurman to enjoy a life of licentiousness. 
Among the prisoners who had fallen into the 
hands of the Mahdi was the daughter of a 
wealthy citizen of Khartoum. This citizen 
had refused to accept the Mahdias the suc<- 
cessor of Mohammed and had op his 
schemes. Consequently when hartoum 
was captured by the Mahdists his property 
was confiscated, all his children except his 
daughter were butchered,and his wives were 
sold into slavery. The fanatical Arabs were 
struck by the beauty of the girl, whose life 
they spared. Th deemed at she would 
make a worthy addition to the harem of 
their leader she was accordingly car- 
ried to the Mahdi and presented to him. 

DETERMINED ON REVENGE. 

The girl, however, Was not content to live

She broodea over her wrongs and 
finally. determined to take reve „ Like 
many other people of her race, she had con- 
siderable r sons.

Everything worked according to the girl’s 
calculations. Shorly after the Mahdi had 
drank his cooling drink the effects of the 
poison began to manifest themselves. Arab 
doctors were summoned to relieve him, but 
all their efforts were in vain. For eight days 
the Mahdi lingered, suffering all the time the 
most excuciating agony and torment before 
death relieved him of his pains,

It is 
noticeable to those who have watched the 
developments of the Chilfan controversy that 
the English influences in the direction of 
peace commenced just after the naval at- 
taches began familiarizing themselves with 
our naval activity. 

These attaches bave made personal visits 
to different places throughout the country 
where work on war materials is in progress.

The great question where the money comes 
from forthe Garza movement is solved by 
the word ‘‘preying,’’ that is, they live off 
the land.

Though 
Garza is intelligent and brave, he is not the 
real leader ofthe movement.

The prisons are full of 
people driven to crime by distress, and Pres 
ident Diaz himself understands that the situ- 
ation is critical.

The east wing is four sto- 
ries high, The chapel takes up three stories 
andthe Mbrary occupies the fourth, The 
large electric chandelier in the ceiling of the 
chapel burned out and fell near the orchestra, 
prof. Pannell being slightly burned. The 
water supply of the university proved in- 
afectual. One citizen was overcome by the 
emoke and rescued just intime. President 
jJecse was shut off from escape on the third 
door and had to slide downarcpe. Many of 
the professors lost their libraries because the 
upper stories were burned first. The law 
brary and the tools of the Manual Training 
Department were saved.

than they have been for years and

the unprecedented yield. I have heard com- 
plaints since I have been here that the bus- 
iness activity which was predicted when the 
magnitude of the cro came known has 
not come. yy, ~L, it has not, but it is too 
early for it yet. ew York will get the ben- 
efit of the crop 011 1891 in the year 1892. 

Wheat went down a peg the other day on 
the Government report that the crop for this 
year would be 617,000,000 bushels, but I have 
advices from high authorities which lead 
me to think that Europe will want all our 
surplus product. If our drop had not been 


,| Unusually large we could not meet the de- 


mand from Europe. Ourcrop last year was 
100,000,000 bushels greater than it has ever 
been in a single year. Had it not been for 
this shortage in Europe the great crop here 
wouss have proved acalamity to the farm- 


er 

‘'Wheat would have been so cheap that it 
would not have paid to market it. France, 
according to the best estimates, is short in 
her wheat crop this year 100,000,000 bushels. 
Kussia is short 100,000,000, including rye, oats 
300, 000, O00 and other European countries are 
short 200, 000,000 bushels. The surplus of 
other countries has been sold and there is no 
supply to be had except from the United 
States. I have in my pocket a letter from a 
manin Russia whose business makes it nec- 
essary for him to keep informed on the situ- 
ation, in which he says it is likely that Rus- 
sia will buy wheat. in America before long, 
even if buying has not already begun. That 
is an unheard ofthing. It is as unusual as it 
would be for Minnesota or the other wheat- 
producing States to import wheat from Rus- 
sia for consumption. 

Now, it requires considerable time to get 
any noticeable benefits. from a big crop. 
Money will be tighter at the start than it 
would with a short yield, because so much 
capital must be tied up in’ moving the crop. 
It is a gigantic dusiness undertaking to 
handle 600,000,000 bushels of wheat, and it 
ties upa fortune to do it. 

The banks in Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Duluth have to get AN nee $25,000,000 for this 
purpose alone. naturally causes a 
stringency until results begin to come in. 
But they are beginning tg come now. Proba- 
bly the farmers have parted with e per cent 
oftheir crop. In the three States of North 
and South Dakota and Minnesota there are 
$50,000,000 to de brought in and distributed in 
payment for the wheat, and this means a 
great deal. I know of whole counties where 
the present crop will bring enough to pay off 
all the mortgages on the farms. This cannot 
fail to put that section of the country in 
condition. Many, of course, get the benefit 
of prosperity in any other section of the 
country. It all pays tribute.

Shall the lesson 
bring no results of permanent value in the 
form of the adoption of improvements in 
mining methods and the exercise of greater 
care for the safety of miners? 

One of the men rescued trom the mine 
declares that it was known to be unsafe 
and he resolved every day last year not to 
go into it again. But the necéssity of 
earning a living compelled him and his as- 
sociates to risk their lives at the command 
of the agents of the corporation owning 
and working the mine. Their lives were 
put up for the profits of the company. | 

Modern science and invention, if utilized 
for the purpose, can reduce the ordinary 
risks of mining toa minimum. Modern 
laws should afford to miners the protec- 
tion from extraordinary risks which they 
are not able to command from their em- 
ployers. As one of the most effective 
means of securing these ends, mine owners 
and operators must be heldto strict ac- 
‘countability for accidents which might 
have been avoided through the exercise of 
reasonable care.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 


It is unjust to Gov. FRANcis to declare 

that the burning of the State University 
will alone induce him to call an extra 
session. 
* The opinion so confidently expressed 
previously by the other State officers that 
he would not call an extra session to redis- 
trict the State appears to have had no 
foundation but theirown wishes and im- 
plorations. Having convinced themselves 
that he could fix up the electoral difficulty 
better than the Legislature could, and 
having hinted to him, perhaps, that leav- 
ing the Congressional districts unchanged 
would accommodate a majority of our 
present Congressmen and give him a sure 
thing on the nomination for Congressman- 
at-large, they appear to have felt sure that 
they had him fixed,’’ and to have been 
a trifle over-confident in accepting his 
silence for consent. 

But up to this hour Gov. FRAwnct!s has 
kept the public advised by repeated decla- 
rations from his own lips that he had 
not decided the extra session question in 
his own mind. The burning Univer- 
sity has thrown no new light on the ques- 
tion of the Governor’s authority to divide 
the State into seventeen electoral dis- 
tricts. If he believed before the fire that 
he had such authority he is probably of 
the same opinion still, and will show it 
by excluding the electoral vote from the 
matters submitted to the extra session. In 
calling it he can confine its attention ex- 
clusively to the university, if that is all he 
wants an extra session for. 

Until he commits himself, however, by 
his own words and acts, nobody should 
impute such stupidity to him. The prob- 
ability is that his faith in the Broadhead 
opinion will not prevent him from calling 
an extra session to straighten out the 
electoral vote difficulty. Nor will his de- 
sire to be Congressman- at- large tempt him 
to take the reconstruction of the Con- 
gressional districts out of the hands of the 
Legislature. When an extra session is 
called, true economy requires that all mat- 
terson which legislation is of pressing 
public importance should be included in 
the call.

GOT THE ESTATE. 


Queer Case Disposed of in the Probate 


STRANGE STORY OF A DIVOHOE AND 
COMMON LAW MARRIAGE. 
! 


The Large Estate Lett by Janitor Bradley 
of the Ashley Building aud the Claim 
of a Divorced Wife—Interesting De- 
cision by Judge Woerner—OCivil Court 
Matters. 


Judge Woerner of the Probate Court ren- 
dered an important and interesting decision 
to-day in the claim of Mrs. Patrick B. Brad- 
ley against the estate of Patrick B. Bradley. 
which is in the hands of Public Administrator 
Scudder. Bradley was the janitor of 


the Ashley Building on North Broad- 


way and represented the agents in 
the collection of rents, repairs on the prop- 
erty and the like. After his death it was dis- 
covered that he had left an estate valued in 
the neighborhood of $40,000 in cash and real 
estate. He left no will or any other paper o 
indicate his desires in the distribution of his 
property. The Public Administrator then 
took possession of the property, and it 
Was his investigation that disclosed 
the fact that Bradley was in affluent circum- 
stances at the time of his death. The de- 
ceased had charge of the Ashley Bullding 
many years and lived a very frugal life. Some 
ofthe tenants believed that he had saved a 
good sum on account of his parsimonious way 
ort living, but never, suspected that 
he haa amassed such a large 
amount. AS soon as Bradley died 
a woman put in an appearance and claimed 
the body, stating that she was the widow of 
the deceased. She also said that at her hus- 
band’s request she lived elsewhere, but that 
she frequently visited her husband in the 
Ashley Building and recéived visits 
from, him at the apartments, 
she claimed, he had secured 
forher. After Bradley’s remains were given 
burial the Public Administrator took up the 
claims of the woman and found from the 
records that the couple had been divorced in 
19. 
HAD BEEN DIVORCED. 

He said her claims for dower could not be 
recognized in view of the fact that the 
records showed she was not the 
wife of Bradley atthe time of his decease. 
She then told a singular story and said she 
could bring witnesses to substantiate every- 
thing she said. She said that while the 
vorce Case was in progress her husband 
tinued to live with herand told her re 
edly that it dd not amount to anything. 
After the divorce she said the 
still continued to live as man and wife 
atthe request of the deceased. ‘‘He told 
me,’’ she said, that the divorce did not mean 
anything and that we were just as much man 
and wife as ever.’’ 

The woman dreaded to take the case into 
court and her attorneys, Vernon Knapp and 
O. W. Napton, raised the int that a second 
marriage ofthe common law order followed 
th? divorce. In support of their 
ground they introduced testimony show 
ing that or years after the dtworee 
they continued to live together as husband 
and wife. Mrs. Bradley Was allowed to take 
the stand in her own behalf and repeated her 
statement that it was at Bradley’s request 
that she continued to live with him ahd on 
his assurance that the divorce was not worth 
row of pins, and that i § their 
union Was just as compact as ever. 
Judge Woerner heard all the epi- 
dence offered and took the case 
under advisement a month ago. At noon to- 
day he handed down his decision, sustaining 
the claim of Mrs. Bradley. The opinion is a 
lengthy one, full of * 4 uotations and ref - 
erences, sustaining the Courts view. The 
decision Is an exceedingly valuable 
one to the widow as no other heir 
has yet been found, though at the time of 
his death it was supposed Bradley hada sis- 
ter living somewhere in Ireland. 

MAY BE APPEALED. 

Mr. Napton, speaking of the case, said: 
This is certainly a big victory for the widow 
in the case. The issue raised was a pecullar 
one, in fact remarkable. The indications 
are that the widow will now get the entire 
estate, unless the sister, who Is l to 
be living, turns up and claims everything but 
the dower. 

Douglas & Scudder, who contested the 
claim of Mrs. Bradley, will, it is expected, 
appeal the case to the Supreme Court.

Judge Woerner gave a judgment to-day to 
Frank H. Bierman against the estate of his 
late father, John Bierman, for 618. Young 
Bierman sued the estate for board and lodg- 
ing, alleged to have been furnished the 
deceased for some weeks before 


Judge Woerner went over thé 
evidence given inthetrial and allowed the 
claimant a much smaller amount than he 
asked.

Anti-Ohinese Agitation in New York— 
Current Comment. 


New York, Jan. 11,—The Central Labor 
Union meeting in Clarendon Hall, yesterday 
afternoon, was largely attended.

On May 6, 1882, President Chester Arthur 
signed an act, whereby the Chinese were 
prohibited from landing in the United States 
for a period often years.

This has led to an investigation by 
those interested, and it has been found that 
this happy change has been made by the use 
ot a most simple yet ingenious device, which 
was invented by a gentiemana in Bridgeport, 
Conn., named bw hy Wales. This device is 
the game to the ears as are glasses to the 
eyes, and is simply a. soft rubber disc, 
arranged on a rubber spring, and so shaped 
that when inserted jn the ear it will focus the 
waves of sound on the natural dram, thus in- 
creasing the vibration of the latter. 
The possibilities of a device of this nature 
have long deen known, but the many at- 
tempts to use this knowledge have been such 
utter Yallures that it was considered Deyond 
our present knowledge of the ear to make a 
practical instrament of the kind. Conse- 
quently when this device was frst invented, 
not much attention was given the same, as 
it was thought to be merely an old enemy in 
new dréss; but gradually this slight preju- 
dice was dispélied, util, at the present 
time, most physicians and aurists look kindly 
upon the instrument, and seem pleased at 
the success it is meeting. 

At a recent intérview Mr. Wales made the 
remarkable statement that, to his know!l- 
edge, the device which he called Sound Dise 
had never failed where relief was afterward 
obtained by any medical,surgical or mechan- 
ical means, excepting a powerful ear 
trumpet, which he says is more powerful 
than his device. It would seem to be an ideal 
device for the deaf, as it is worn ian the ear, 
out of sight, for monthsat a time, and, as 
far as wo cant learn, is pronounced safe and 
comfortable forthe patient. Many times it 
has proven itself to be an advancement in 
the science of acoustics by relieving the most 
obstinate cases Which had defled medical 
treatment for years. 

What may be the ultimate result of the use 
of this device—whether the results thus far 
obtained will warrant its use in such a vari- 
ety of cases that it will stop the progress of 
deafness in the future to such an extent that 
it will avoid the use of ear-trumpets we can 
not say; but the desirability of a device of 
this nature, as regards its safety, its benefit 
and general comfort to the user, none will 
fail to admit. 


REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


Facts About the Subdivision an’ Develop- 
ment of Saburban Property —Notes. 

The annual statement of realestate trans- 
fers in St. Louis County for the year 1891 pus 
lished from the Recorder’s office at Clayton, 
the county seat, shows that 1,888 parcels 
of property changed ownership during the 
period ‘of twelve months, the aggregate con- 
sideration for which was $6.131,312. The 
}heaviest sales were for July, for which 
month the aggregate consideration was 
$1,402,951. October was the best month in 
point of the number of transfers. there hav- 
ing been 146 deeds recorded between the first 
and the last day of that month. 

All these were sales of real estate situate 
| outside the city limits in the county of St. 
Louis. They have no connection whatever 
with the real estate business of the city morg 
than as they may indicate the development of 
property inthe suburbs. Ia this connection 
it may be stated that the county 
records show that plats for thirty new 
subdivisions were led at Clayton 
during the year 1891. These various subdi- 
visions represent an aggregate of 128 bioeks 
comprising a total lot frontage of 149,198 teet. 
This lot frontage, calculated on the basis of 
fifty feet to a house, a conservative estimate 
for sudurban home sites, provides bullding 
sites for nearly 3,000 homes. Now while there 
is no record by which the exact number of 
houses erected annually in the count 
may be determined, it is estimat 
by the County Assessor, the best 
authority there is on the probiem, that there 
were at least 2,600 houses built in St. Louis 
County last year. From this it will de seen 
that und in the county was subdivided for 
but more houses than were built in that 
territory during the year 1891. Prices for 
the ground sold ranged all the way from s to 
$25 a foot, according to locatton, social sur- 
roundings, proximity to transportation facil- 
ities and street sidewalks and other improve- 
ments of a public character. 

It appears from the records that ä the 

eater amount of the property is 
ocated on the western and northwestern 
border of the city in Central Township, and 
in St. Ferdinand Township along the line of 
the St. Louis & Suburban electric line, out as

MITCHELL'S: RECORD 


Ring Achievements of the-English Box- 
ing Champion. 


“CHAWLEY” I8 A GOOD MAN, DESPITE 
HIS BOASTFULNESS. 


Jake Schaefer Relates an Old St. Louis 
Experience — Yale Students Pleased 
With the New Captain of Their Crew— 
Chicago Will Not Trade Pfeffer for 
Stricker—General Sporting News. 


While Ohariey Mitchell, the champion 
boxer of Kugland, has not had many finish 
fights, he has been engaged in numerous 
sparring contests and has an excellent 
record, Althougha blowhard of the worst 
kind, and a man who will never fight while 
he can get along without doing so, Mitchell 
is wonderfully clever, scientific and tricky, 
and isa hard man to down in the ring. His 
draw with Sullivan at Chantilly proved this, 
the little Englishman completely outgener- 
aling the big American and making the best 
showing of any man who ever went up 
against the champion. Mitchell was 
born of Irish parents in Birmingham, En- 
gland, on Nov. 24, 1861. His first battle was 
with Bob Cunningham, on Jan. 11, 1878. He 
defeated in fifty minutes. A short while after 
this, he defeated Smithers with Dare 
knuckles in seventeen minutes. 

He then fought a draw with Bill Kennedy, 
the then light-weight champion. Billy 
Gray, the Block, was his next opponent, 
whom he vanquished in one round, lasting 
eleven minutes. 

After this achievement he was matched to 
meet Caryadoff, the continental champion, 
known as the Belgian Giant, at Antwerp, 
in February, 1881, for 1 ,000 francs with small 
gloves and defeated him in four rounds. He 
afterward metand defeated Tom Tulley in 
six rounds. 

His next antagonist was Jack Burke. The 
men met on June 16, 1881, at Ascott, the fight 
lasting an hour and seventeen minutes and 
ending in a draw when darkness came. 

After this battle Mitchell did not figure in 
the ring until April, 1882, when he was en- 
gaged in a middle-weight competition at 
Chelsea in which he carried off first prize. 
His last engagement was in Billy Madden’s 
London championship competftions, in De- 
cember, 1882. Men from all parts of England 
competed, including several heavy-weights. 
such as Knifton, W. England and W. Wallis. 
Mitchell won all his heats easily. He fought 
Jack Burke again, the battle resulting in 
another draw. 

After Mitchell arrived in this country he 
was matched to box Mike Cleary four rounds, 
Marquis ot Queensbury rules. The contest 
was decided at the American Institute, April 
9, 1883. Oleary proved no match for Mitchell. 
He was groggy at the end of the third round, 
when the police interfered, 

After this battle Mitchell came into promi- 
nence speedily and was matched to box the 
greatandonly John L. Sullivan at Madison 
Square Garden on May 22, 1883. 

During the rounds Mitchell managed to 
m an accidental blow on Sullivan, wh — 
floored the latter, but Sullivans heavy 
weight and powerful blows proved that he 
Was 1 master. Police Captain Will-

Arrangements were then made to have 
Mitchell meet Herbert A. Slade, but the fight 
fell — Mitchell then agreed to box 
Billy Sheriff, the Prussian, with small gloves, 
six rounds, for $1,000 a side. The battle was 
fought at Harry . s famous resort on Long 
Island on Oct. 2, 

After six atk ny nad been fought Harry 

a decided that Mitchell was the winner. 

however, subsequently reversed his de- 
cision, and ordered the pugilists to fight an- 
other round. A wrangle ensued, and Harry 
Hill declared the fight a draw. 

Mitchell’s next ~ was with Joe Den- 
ning, a heavy- * whom he defeated in 
four . urn Hall, New York, on 
March 26, 

Mitchell. — then engaged to box Jake 
Kilrain of Boston in April, the same year. 
The match was decided a draw. 

Mitchell’s next encounter with men of any 
note was with Billy Kdwards, the ex-cham- 
pion light-weight pugilist of America. At 
the conclusion of the third round Capt. WII. 
liams Jumped on the stage and stopped the 
bout, after Edwards was completely tired 
out and hardly able to stand. The fight 
lasted, including rests, seven minutes and 
twenty-five seconds. 

Mitchell was then matched to vox Doml- 
—= McCaffrey. The üght was not for a 

money, as was generally 3 

Mac s backers, George Brotherton a 

—4 Carney, having paid Mitchell $1,200 


The contest was decided at Madison Square 
Garden, Oct. 18, 1884. Four rounds were 
fought, and McCaffrey while he possessed 
science, showed that he was inferior to 
Mitchell. But the referee thought otherwise 
and decided in favor of McCaffrey. 

After this battle, Mitchell was then matched 
to box John L. Sulllvan at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Sullivan, it is said, appeared on tbe stage in 
a maudlin condition and said he was too sick 
to spar. Mitchell and Billy Madden then gave 
an exhibition with the gloves, and the audi. 
ence retired with imprecations on all spar- 


rers. 

Mitchell’s next go“ was with Jack Burke 
of England. These rivals, who had met 
4 before, fought at Chicago on May 16, 

Burke was fairly outclassed by Mitchell 
after six rounds, and, at the end of the tenth 
round Mitchell was declared the vi victor. 

His next appearabce in the ring was on Jan. 
11, 1887, when he met Patsy Cardiff of Minne- 
apolis. They fought with soft gioves at the 
latter city. itchell weighed 158 pounds and 

Cardiff 185, but Mitchell was practically the 
winner of the battle, which, however, was 
decided a draw. 

The English boxerthen left for England, 
and gave an exhibition with Jem Smith, the 
alleged English champion. Inthe spring of 
1887 he returned to America ag with Billy

It is impossibls to detect the alteration 
withthe naked eye, when skillfully done, 
andeven experts were deceived in a case 
which happened in Denver about two 
months ago, and would not believe the checks 
had been ralsed untila chemical test con- 
vinced them. 

In New York City there has been so much 
trouble that there is an increased demand for 
devices to protect monetary paper, and soon 
after the wreck of a leading firm by a partner 
now in Sing Sing for obtalning $250,000 by rals- 
ing the number of shares of stock in his care, 
the New York Stock Exchange requested all 
companies having stock listed there to use a 
machine to cut the number of shares in every 
certificate. The great house of Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co.sent for en Abbott check perforator 
for that purpose,and this fine instrument has 
had a larger scale in New York than in any 
other part of the country during the past 
year, the strongest and shrewdest firms be- 
ing among the foremost purchasers. Jay 
Gould himself gave the order for his office. 

Manipulation with the pen, aided by 
crayons, will often produce a perfect altera- 
tion, even on the most sensitive papers.
